Asked by a reporter if he in- 
tended to vote for the tax in- 
crease and the bond issue pro- 
posals, Dr. Rainey said: 

“I don’t know. They are cer- 
tainly most deserved, but I don’t 
know whether we should give 
$30,000,000 to the building com- 
missioner unless we know who 
he is going to be. Possibly the 
answer is to hold off on approv- 
ing-the bond issue until after a 
permanent building commission- 
er is appointed in July.”

SUPREME COURT WON'T 
STAY CHESSMAN EXECUTION 


Action Leaves Clemency by Gov- 
ernor as Last Hope for 
Californian. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today reject- 
ed an appeal that it stay the ex- 
ecution of Caryl Chessman, con- 
demned to die in California’s San 
Quentin prison. 

The court acted on a petition 
filed yesterday, asking for a writ 
of habeas corpus. The petition 
was submitted to Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, but he turned it 
over to the court. Eight justices 
voted against Chessman. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, former |~

fied himself.

$8,800,000 to help finance the 
first rehabilitation project in the 
Tandy urban renewal area in 
St. Louis. 


The agency also reported that 
it has approved an advance allo- 
cation of $50,000 to permit an 
immediate start in the develop- 
ment of general neighborhood 
rehabilitatin plans for the entire 

area. 

The Tandy project calls for 
ultimate rehabilitation of a 913- 
acre area bounded by Kingshigh- 
way, Whittier street and Easton 
and Natural Bridge avenues. It 
contains 9670 dwelling units, of 
which about 5600 are classified 
as substandard. 

One-Third of Job. 

The: federal funds are ear- 
marked for use in rehabilitating 
about one-third of the Tandy 
area. It is hoped that additional 
grants to complete the project 


will be available later. 

The Tandy area was declared 
blighted under an ordinance 
enacted by the Board of Alder- 
men in 1957, and the St. Louis 
Land Clearance Authority was 
authorized to make application 
for federal funds for the entire 
project. 

The St. Louis authority request- 
ed a $25,659,000 capital grant and 
a $631,700 planning loan in its 
initial application filed Jan. 27, 
1958. That application fell 
through because of lack of fed- 
eral housing and urban renewal 
funds in 1957 and 1958. 

The St. Louis agency’s revised 
application resulted in the ear- 
marking of the $8,800,000 for a 
start or the project. 

A spokesman for the St. Louis 
Land Clearance Authority re- 
ported that work will begin im- 


mediately in developing general 
neighborhood renewal plans for |

Anslinger said the Apalachin 
hoodlums hoped to “take over” 
a lot of the Nevada casinos, “but 
not to interfere with the Kansas 
City or the Chicago mobs who 
were too deeply entrenched 
there.” 


“They did not want a shooting 
war,” he said, “‘but they felt 
they could get in there and 
skim off the top . .. say, so 
many thousands’ of dollars dis- 
appear from the daily take and 
nobody knows what happened to 
it because they do not have to 
keep books on it. 

“So they were going to take 
some $50,000 off the top every 
day which would never appear 
on the books. 

“Then the New York police 
moved in. They did not have 
much time to put that into exe- 
cution.

The two other stations in the 
chain are now being built at 
Thule, Greenland, and Clear, 
Alaska, for completion expected 
late this year or in 1961. No 
estimate was given for the con- 
struction time of the station in} 
Britain. The United States-Brit- 
ish agreement to build it was 
reached only last Monday. 

United States officials figure 
the construction cost at $98,000,- 
000 for the United States and

Other sources cited were Louis 
Budenz, former Communist, and 
Herbert A, Philbrick, a former 
undercover agent for the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 

The manual urged reservists to 
avoid joining organizations until 
they have checked them against 
an Air Force list of more than 
18) organizations: ‘‘whose politi- 
cal or social philosophies (not 
necessarily all Communistic) are 
|foreign to the American concepts 
of democracy. 

The manual stated that the list 
contains a number of schools 
“which presumably teach alien 
ideologies."" Among these it 
listed the Joseph Weydemeyer 
School of Social Science in St. 
Louis. Authorities at St. Louis 
said the school is no longer in 
operation. 

Wine attacked the manual on 
the ground that it appeared to 
represent the adoption as official 
Air Force -policy of ‘‘an attack 
on the churches of the United 
States and on the National Coun- 
cil of Churches as an instrument 
of many of the American com- 
munions.” 

Statements contained in the 
manual gave the impression, he 
said, that either ‘“‘by careless- 
ness or intent a pattern of un- 
American attitudes’? has perme- 
ated Air Force manuals. 

In a letter to Secretary of De- 
fense Thomas S. Gates Jr., Wine 
asked that the manual be with- 
drawn from use. He also re- 
quested an explanation of the 
views expressed in the manual. 

In his statement announcing 
withdrawal of the manual, Air 
Force Secretary Sharp said he 
has ordered an inquiry into cir- 
cumstances surrounding prepa- 
ration and issuance of the booklet.

W. BERLIN COURT FINES 
SS GEN. DIETRICH $1840 


BERLIN, Feb. 17 (AP)—Sepp 
Dietrich, one-time general of 
Adolf Hitler’s SS glite guard 
troops, was fined 8000 marks 
($1840) today by a West Berlin 
de-Nazification court. 

The court ruled Dietrich had 
been a “prominent and’ respon- 
sible sponsor’ of the Nazi re-

After World War II, Dietrich 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by an American military 
court for his part in the 1944 
Malmedy massacre of 142 Amer- 
ican soldiers.

Don’t Open Mail on Missouri Tax 


By the Jefferson City Post-Dis- 
patch Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 17— 
Some of the Illinois citizens em- 
ployed in Missouri, who have not 
been paying the Missouri income 
tax, not only dodge the tax but 
refuse to open even the notices 
sent them to remind them of 
the evasions, the Department of 
Revenue reported today. 

Director Milton Carpenter, 
who has been mailing hundreds 
of delinquency notices in certi- 
fied mail at 34 cents a letter, 
said many of the Illinois delin- 
quents refuse to accept or to 
open the letters. The post office 
then returns the letters to the 
department. Suits will be filed 
in many of the cases. 

Several hundred such mail no- 
tices have been returned in the 
last few days, heavily stamped 
by postal officials; noting the

INDIA, RUSSIA 
STRESS HOPE OF 
WORLD. PEACE 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 17 (AP)— 
A’ Soviet-Indian communique 
said today the hopes of all men 
of peace are centered in the 
May summit meeting. 

The 1500 - word .<-o.c umen t, 
signed at~ the end of Premier | 
Khrushchev’s five-day visit to | 
india, reported..thatthere is a 
universal wish that the Paris 
conference ‘‘wijl meet with a full 
measure of success.” 

Tribute was paid to leaders of 
the , t powers, notably 
Knreshehes and President Eisen- 
hower, whose personal initiative 
and coordinated efforts were 
termed responsible for ‘recent 
favorable trends in world affairs 
leading to a marked lessening in 
int aaiplonoare Masked 

Khrushchev’s attacks on west- 
ern aid before he flew on to 
Burma left some Indian officials 
a bit unhappy. But they hid their 
displeasure in statements ex- 
pressing satisfaction with the So- 
viet leader’s trip. Many observ- 
ers, both Indian and foreign, felt 
his tour had failed to come up 
to expectations. 

The communique, however, 


Nehru see eye-to-eye and said 
friendship between India and the 
Soviet Union has never been on 
a firmer basis, 

It said Nehru “repeated. his 
appreciation of Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s proposals for total dis- 
armament, which in Indian eyes 
were in essence a call for the 
application of the principle of 
non-violence to the solution of 
international problems.” 

It said both reaffirmed their 
stand for the prohibition of ther-

FEW TINY WORMS 
FOUND IN WATER 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS

“*WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 — A 


microscopic worms 
nematodes have been found -in 
samples of water from the East 
St. Louis and Kansas City sys- 
terms, Government officials re- 
ported today. They emphasized 
that the water is safe to drink. 

The tiny worms, which can 
carry disease-bearing viruses 
and bacteria, were found in sam- 
ples of water from 16 systems 
studied by the Robert A. Taft 
Engineering Center, a United 
States Public Health . Service 
agency at Cincinnati. 

St, Louis's was not among the 
22 water systems included in the 
survey. In the case of both East 
St. Louis and Kansas City, the 
number of worms found was be- 
low the level considered high 
enough to warrant further in- 
vestigation. sd 

Nematodes are not regarded 
as harmful in themselves. The 
concentration of the organisms 
in Kansas City water was high- 
er than was found to be the case 
in East St. Louis.

“One would abolish the offices 
of county assessor and collector 
and transfer their duties and the 
tax functions of the county clerk 
to the new department.

WHEN THE STRATEGY of deterrence and the threat of mas- 
sive retaliation were announced by the Jate Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles in 1954, there was no idea that the policy 
applied to an attack on the United States, 


The United States had a vastly 
greater stockpile of nuclear 
weapons than the Soviet Union 
and an immeasurably superior 
bomber fleet with which to de- 
liver them. The United- States 
had a substantial inventory of 
its aging intertontinental- B-36 
bombers and a large inventory 
of the highly ‘effective, for. that 
period, B-47 medium jet bomb- 
ers. 

The Soviet Union had only 
about 70 copies of the United 
States B-29. At that time the 
Russians were not practicing in- 
flight refueling. Consequently, 
the Soviet bombers, if used 
against the United States, could 
be sent only on missions from 
which there*would be no return. 


DETERRENCE ahd massive 
retaliation were thought of by 
the National Security Council 
and the Secretary of State as a 
threat to prevent a Soviet attack 
on Europe or on the West’s 
allies on the periphery on the 
Soviet Union. The announce. 
ment was a threat that the Unit- 
ed States would make up for the 
lack of conventional forces of its 
own and its allies by responding 
to any aggression with massive 
retaliation ‘“‘at places and with 
means of its own choosing.”

‘Nobody Wants the Workhouse 


Miracle Against Bombs 


Leo Szilard, in the last stage of cancer, 
offers an almost childishly naive plan to 
mitigate the terrors of nuclear warfare. He 
would have governments draw up lists of 
“permissible” cities to be ‘blasted after their 
populations had been evacuated. As William 
Tecumseh Sherman told General Halleck here 
in St. Louis a century ago, war is not a mat- 
ter of points on a map. It is the destruction 
of armies and of those who support them. It 
is blood in the sky. Nuclear war, if ever it 
breaks out, will not be a tilting match with 
strict rules lest anybody be hurt. It will be a 
maniacal, suicidal. onslaught. 


Paradoxically, because Szilard realizes this 
more clearly than most, the possibility of 
such horror is, for him, a personal tragedy. 
He had almost as much to do as Enrico Fermi 
with the introduction of the atom into the 


panoply of modern weapons. He wrote the~ 


letter which Albert Einstein signed and sent 

to Franklin D. Roosevelt to start the Manhat- 

tan Project, the scientific achievement from 

which came the bombs that fell on Nagasaki 

and Hiroshima and the subsequent increase 

in the potential of nuclear war. . 
+ ad . 


The brutalities of Hitlerism, the anguish 
of World War II and especially the knowledge 
that German scientists might well produce an 
A-bomb drove Szilard and his associates to 
a success which they dreaded. They wanted 
the United States to have this weapon first, 
but from the beginning they knew its impli- 
cations. That is why Szilard drew up a peti- 
tion, signed by 60 other scientists, asking 
President Truman not to use the A-bomb. 

Szilard also knew that even if the United 
States had not developed the bomb, this 
weapon as well as the H-bomb and the inter- 
continental missile would have béen produced 
sooner or later by some other nation. He 
knew that it is as difficult not to open the 
scientific Pandora’s box as it is to close it 
again. Yet he and most of his associates could 
find little comfort in inevitability. There is 
a warm man in the cold scientist; and the 
man feels responsibility. 


That is why Szilard helped to establish The 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists and sup- 
ported effort after effort to open the eyes of 
the world to the manifold dangers of nuclear 
warfare, plan after plan to prevent its out- 
break. Yet so little has been accomplished in 
a decade and a half that he is forced to con- 
fess: “I am rather inclined to agree with those 
who say it would be a miracle if men were to 
survive the advent of the atomic age.” But he 
must hope for a miracle and make this last, 
desperately feeble suggestion for mitigating 
Armagedd 


Szilard’s solicitude is as. impressive as his 
plan seems inept. Yet if the statesmen under- 
stood its motivation—and came to share it— 
the sought-after miracle might come to 
pass. As they play their pseudo-cautious 
chess game through,conference after confer- 
ence, do they keep in mind what really is at 
stake? Are they fencing for the lawyer’s word- 
ing of a treaty, in itself a scrap of paper and 
not a trophy? Has a dim familiarity with 
catastrophic weapons seduced them into the 
belief that peace may be kept by terror? Or 
do they see what Szilard sees, and will they 
out of goodness of heart take away this fright- 
ful horror which they now hold over the 
heads of the race of man? 


Almost everybody agrees that St. Lotiis ur- 
gently needs a new Workhouse. By a favor- 
able majority of better than 4 to 1 the people 
in 1955 agreed to borrow $3,000,000 to replace 
the 105-year-old civic sore on South Broadway 
with a modern institution designed specifical- 
ly for the needs of the petty offenders it 
would house. 


The trouble is there really isn’t. sufficient 
open space in the city properly to locate the 
new Workhouse, and wherever it is put up it 
will stimulate neighborhood opposition. No- 
body wants to live near it, The most practical 
location was in north St. Louis county. But 
county opposition made this unavailable, even 
in the face of evidence the county could have 
benefited by ¢losing up its jail at Clayton and 
joining in the operation with the city. 

The 31%-acre city-owned tract south of 
Chain of Rocks waterworks that has been 
recommended by Public Welfare Director 
Dickmann on the basis of a study by outside 
consultants evidently is the only financially 
feasible location within the city limits. It is 
only about a third as large as it ought to be, 
and it borders on ground designated in the 
city plan for open recreational purposes (but 
it is not within the recreational area).. 

Given the unavailability. of the preferred 


site in the county, where else could the city 


go? Mr. Dickmann’s recommendation now 
goes to the City Plan Commission for further 
study. The chances are that when all is said 
and done the Commission will have no alter- 
native but reluctantly te indorse the water- 
works site. — thay 


A Way to Beat the Game? 

President Eisenhower. says that he has no 
intention of running for vice president after 
finishing the two terms in the White House 
to which he is limitéd by the Twenty-second 
Amendment. Most people must be sure that 
such an idea never crossed his mind. Some- 
how, it seems utterly undignified for a man 
to move from the first chair to the second as 
it was not undignified for John Quincy Adams 
to go from the White House to the House of 
Representatives. It is seemly that those who 
have occupied the throne should not stand 
in its immediate shadow. 

The Department of Justice, however, says 
that in spite of the two-term limitation, it 
would be quite legal for Mr. Eisenhower to 
seek the job now held by Mr. Nixon. And that 


suggests the ty that another man with 
~ different iararl ty and with a greater 


hankering for high office might do what Mr. 
Eisenhower says he will not do. Indeed, ‘it 
even suggests that a President of designing 
mind might cause a political stooge, a stand-in, 
to be elected to the presidency while he took 
the second post; and a week or a month after 
Inauguration Day, the stooge might resign to 
enable his chief to resume his chores as Chief 
Executive. 

Such a huggermugger probably would be 
carried to the nine learned brethren of the 
Supreme Court. But that would take a little 
time. Or would the Court issue an injunction 
forbidding the former President to take over 
once more? If a0, would the nation be with- 


out a President in the meantime? A fine pot 
of prawns! : 
It is a trifle to discover that the 
Republican framers of the Twenty-second 
Amendment were careless enough about their 
legal drafting te allow such a possibility. The 
possibility is, of course, not to be taken seri- 
ously. But the meré fact that it exists calls 
attention to the continuing. need for repeal 


of the Twenty-second Amendment. It never . 


was a good idea to fetter the people’s right to 
choose, 


For the Full Amount 


President Eisenhower has made a strong 
plea for enactment of his full foreign aid 
program. Despite Administration strictures 
on spending in general, the President is seek- 
ing for the coming fiscal year an appropria- 
tion about $250,000,000 larger than he re- 
quested last year. In all, he wants $4,175,000,- 
000, with a little more than half for economic 
assistance and the remainder for weapons 
and military training. In his special message 
to Congress the President said, “There is no 
question but that the nation can afford the 
expenditures involved; I am certain we can 
not afford to ignore the needs for which they 
are required.” 

As he noted, Mr. Eisenhower recently has 
had the opportunity of seeing at first hand 
the need for, economic help in Asia. He should 
follow up his message with an adequate effort 
in support of his proposals. Last year Con- 
gress appropriated nearly a billion dollars 
less than he sought. In this election year, 
Congress ‘can be expected to be even more 
reluctant to support foreign aid. 

Part of the unpopularity of the program 
has been generated by faulty administration 
and by the difficulty of digging out adequate 
information about foreign aid operations. In 
an attempt to remove this objection the Pres- 
ident pointed out that the Administration is 
putting into effect many of the recommenda- 
tions of the Draper committee, which Mr. 
Eisenhower established in November 1958 to 
survey the program. The President could go 
further by demonstrating he is deeply con- 
cerned with the operation of the program. 
It is doubtful whether the public even today 
fully understands its importance. 


Controlled Retreat in Zoning 

It is not always true that the best way to 
protect zoning is to man the barricades 
against any change whatever in zoning laws. 
That is why we believe the Ladue city council 
acted reasonably, after two years of consid- 
eration, in voting to rezone the Trail’s End 


- Stables tract. Under the previous ordinance 


no home in this wooded, undeveloped area 
could be built on less than three acres. Under 

new one, some sites will be one acre, some 
1.8 acre and others three acres. The number 
of potential home sites will increase from 27 
to 42, which averages out at one for each 
two acres. 

It is easy enough to say that no zoning law 
should ever be changed, but the purpose of 
zoning is to control development, not to pro- 
hibit it. When property owners can show 
that a zoning ordinance combined with the 
price of competing land makes development 
of a tract economically impossible, they have 
a good case for rezoning. Then the wise com- 
munity will concentrate on controlling its 
retreat instead of fighting any change at all. 

The city of Ladue has long been a leader in 
zoning enforcement and we trust it will con- 
tinue to be. Most zoners would be quite con- 
tent if they could restrict residential devel- 
opment to an average of one homesite to 
every two acres. The application of this stand- 
ard to a tract for which a three-acre restric- 
tion had become unrealistic is not likely to be 
fatal to zoning in Ladue. | 


An O.A.S. Inspection? 

With United States support and Cuhba’s 
abstention, the Organization of American 
States has voted overwhelmingly to investi- 
gate charges of violations of human rights by 
Dictator Trujillo in the Dominican Republic. 


“<The United States properly sided with the 


sister republics in demanding an inspection. 
of Trujillo’s record. Cuba was impetuous in 
demanding denunciation without an investi- 
gation. 

Actually, the 0.A.S. has only limited author- 
ity to act. It has not yet established its Inter- 
American Commission on Human Rights, 
agreed upon last year. The Peace Committee, 
which must undertake the inquiry, cannot 
go into Dominican territory without the Tru- 
jillo government’s consent. But if the dictator 
prevents the inquiry, he will risk making 
himself an outcast in the New World system. 
Whether or not the investigation succeeds, 
the 0.A.S, is giving overdue attention to the 
singular problem of a personal dictatorship 
in a hemisphere dedicated to freedom. 


The Lingering Doubt 

The Soviets, who have destroyed so many 
Western illusions, now have killed off another 
—almost. With scientific thoroughness they 
have searched the Pamirs for the Abomi- 
nable Snowman, which was reported sighted 
some time hack by a Senior Russian geogra- 
pher.

If I have to put on my uniform today 
to address you on television, it is to 
show that it is Gen. De Gaulle who 
speaks, as well as the Chief of State.

Output of the nation’s mines, fac- 
tories and utilities rose nearly 
3 per cent last month to a rec- 
ord high, the Federal Reserve 
Board reported yesterday. 

The advance reflected a con- 
tinuation of the recovery from 
last year’s long steel strike. The 
3 per cent jump in January came 
atop a December increase of 6 
per cent. 


The board said its index of 
industrial production in January 
reached 169. The 1947-49 aver- 
age is 100 on the index. In De- 
cember, the index was 165. 


Previous records were scored 
last May and June when the 
measure of output was 166 per 
cent of the 1947-49 base.

GETS PRISON TERM 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP)— 
International financier Alexander 
L. Guterma was sentenced to 
four years, 11 months in prison 
and fined $160,000 today in 
United States District Court on 
conspiracy charges. 

He was convicted of conspir- 
ing to defraud the United States 
and failing to file financial re- 
ports of the F, L. Jacobs Co., a 
holding firm which he formerly 
headed. 

Judge Lloyd F. MacMahon, in 
imposing sentence, described 
Guterma as ‘‘a freebooter who 
raided the seas of a free econo- 
my.” 

Guterma, his face reddening, 
tugged nervously at his white 
silk tie and shook his head in 
disbelief: when he heard the sen- 
tence.

Robert J. Eveleigh, a Guterma

Donar’s Heirs Among Opponents of City’s Plan to Cut Off 12 F eet to Widen Fourteenth Street

LUCAS PARK is a little plot of ground just-north of the Pub- 
lic Library, measuring 336 feet in length and 135 feet in width. 
It was originally 155 feet wide, but some 20 feet were lopped off 
the south side about 1907. At that time the old Exposition and 
Musical Hall, which stood where the library is today, was torn 


down and Locust street was run 
place. 


through what used to be Lucas 


Since then Lucas Park has remained inviolate, just as the 
man who gave it to the city specified it should be. But now, 
after 53 years, it once again stands in danger of being whacked at. 


The city, in its proposed wid- 
ening of Fourteenth street, which 
is the western boundary of the 
park, plans to take 12 feet off 
that end of the park, along with 
12 feet or more off the west end 
of the library’s lawn. 


This plan is being ardently 
opposed by Landmarks, Inc., a 
voluntary organization dedicated 
to preserving St. Louis land- 
marks, and, more specifically, 
opposed by two of its members. 


They are Mrs. James O’Leary 
and her cousin, Mrs. Victor Har- 
ris, both descendants of James 
Lucas, the man who gave the 
piece of land to the city back in 
1854 to be ‘‘forever maintained 
as a public promenade for the 
inhabitants of St. Louis and to 
be graded at city expense and 
in due time suitably inclosed 
and protected.” 

It never was inclosed, but 
with the one exception noted 
above, it has been rather well 
protected. It has a pool with a 
fountain in the center, shrubs, 
grass and flower beds. There 
are stone benches here and there 
where office workers are wont 
to sit and eat their lunches on 
warm days. A sort of oasis in 
the heart of the city. 

The Lucas heirs, of which 
there are “literally dozens” be- 
sides Mrs. O’Leary and Mrs. 
Lucas, are not planning legal ac- 
tion, the two women explained 
when we talked to them the 
other day. Nor do they have any 
ideas of trying to get the land 
back, because it was an outright 
gift with no rights of reversion. 

“It's just that we think it’s a 
shame,” Mrs. O’Leary explained, 
“and we think something ought 
to be done about it.” 


They look upon the park not 
only as something of a sacred 
trust but also as a memorial to 
a family empire which once in- 
cluded a good part of downtown 
St. Louis. There is no doubt that 
the little park is woven closely 
into St. Louis history. 


The story of the park goes 
back to J.B.C. Lucas, a French- 
man who had settled first in 
Pennsylvania, then came to St. 
Louis when President Jefferson 
appointed him United States 
Judge for the northern district 
of Louisiana. 

That was in 1805, when St. 
Louis had about 200 houses, and 
the area where Lucas Park and 
the Public Library stand today, 
as well as considerable distance 
west, was a deep forest. Most of 
the town between there and the 
river was farmland. 


The foundation of the Lucas 
fortune was laid by J. B. C. 
when he purchased as a farm 
a tract of land in the middle 
of what is now downtown St. 
Louis. It extended from Fourth 
street west to Jefferson ave- 
nut, and from Market street 
to St. Charles street. He also 
bought a larger tract west of 
town for his summer home, 
which he called Normandie, 
and where the town of Nor- 
mandy developed. He also 
bought Cote Brilliante, 240 
acres, for $150 in gold. . 


J. B. C. once lived on the plot 
which is now Lucas Park (it was 
called Lucas Garden then), but 
first he lived in a large stone 
residence which he built at the 
southwest corner of Seventh and 
Chestnut. After that he built a 
big frame residence in the block 
where Famous-Barr now stands. 
Finally he built a brick mansion 
in Lucas Garden, an area which 
took in the present site of the 
Public Library and Lucas Park. 

J. B. C. had five sons and a 
daughter, but only one _ son, 
James H. Lucas, lived to survive 
him and carry on the family 
fortune. His eldest son Robert, 
a graduate of West Point, was 
killed in the War of 1812. 
Charles, the second, just launch- 
ing a brilliant career as a law- 
yer, became embroiled in a dis- 
pute with another young law- 
yer, Thomas Hart Benton, over 
some of the elder Lucas’s de- 
cisions regarding land claims. 


They met on Bloody Island, 
scene of early St. Louis duels. 
Charles was wounded but Ben- 
ton declared his honor unsat- 
isfied. They had to duel again, 
and this time Charles was killed. 

The third son, Adrian, a 
planter at Normandie, drowned. 
William, another lawyer, com- 
mitted suicide, and. Victor, the 
youngest, died in infancy. 

James Lucas, the surviving 
son, started out with some com- 
panions in 1819 to seek his for- 
tune in South America. They 
went down the Mississippi in a 
keel boat, got as far as Ar- 
kansas, and Lucas decided to 
settle in the little town of Little 
Rock. He practiced law, mar- 
ried and became a_ probate 
judge. 

In 1838 his father, now grown 
old, asked him to come home 
and take over the family prop- 
erty. St. Louis was moving west. 
In fact, it was almost to Twelfth 
street by then. J. B. C. Lucas 
and Auguste Chouteau had start- 
ed laying out subdivisions back 
in 1816. The first one started at 
Fourth street, extending to Sev- 
enth street. Lucas gave the 
north half of courthouse square 
to the city and Chouteau gave 
the south half. The Old Court-

house was erected there. 
The city kept moving west, 


and James Lucas laid out an- 


other subdivision which extended 
all the way to Ninth street. 

The big markets at that time 
were at First and Market streets, 
and that was too far away for 
these people out in the suburbs 
of Ninth street, so Lucas built 
Lucas Market. He gave the wide 
space now known as Twelfth 
street to the city, and down the 
center of it he built a market 
place which extended from Olive 
to Chestnut. At one end was a 
coal yard and the other end a 
wood yard, and according to 
various accounts Ulysses S. 
Grant used to haul wood from 
Grant’- Farm and sell it at the 
wood market. 


The city grew and edged on 
past Twelfth. There came into 
being the town’s first exclusive 
“‘place,”’ known as Lucas place. 
Its planning and execution are 
not a matter of record. The plat- 
books of St. Louis county—it was 
in the county then—disclose that 
a plat presumed to be of 1853 is 
marked Lucas place, approxi- 
mately a continuation of Locust 
street, extending from Thirteenth 
to Sixteenth streets. 

The part lying between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth was later 
cut out and given to the city as 
Lucas Park. Another plat shows 
an extension of ! ucas place to 
Eighteenth street. 


James Lucas built a $90,000 
mansion there. Records don’t 
show in what order the houses 
were built, but one of the first 
was that of the Taylor Blow 
family. Another was the home of 
Thomas Larkin, who moved from 
his mansion at Broadway and 
Chestnut, a neighborhood which

was getting pretty commercial. 

The Civil War came and went 
and Lucas place continued its 
stately way. It was an era of 
varnished cafriages and social 
seasons with balls and dinner 
parties and endless form.! calls. 

Lucas place reacred its apogee 
in the 1870s and 1880s, but by 
then business, not people, was 
moving west and Lucas place 
was threatened. The people who 
lived there moved farther west 
and the pattern of decay set in. 
First it became rooming houses, 
then slums, and finally nothing 
was left to show for Lucas place 
but one residence, Campbell 
House, and Lucas Park. , 

Where the Public Library 
stands today there was con- 
structed, in 1884, a mammoth 
and ungainly building called 
the Exposition and Music Hall. 
It was designed for conven- 
tions, opera, expositions and 
concerts. It was successful for 
a while, but it went down hili. 
When it was torn down in 1906- 
07 it was housing a revival, a 
skating rink and a dog show. 

When Exposition Hall went 
down, the Library was built on 
the site. Locust street was cut 
through and widened, which took 
19 feet, 4.5 inches off Lucas 
Park. We are indebted for these 
figures to Dr. William G. Swe- 
kowsky, an authority on old St. 
Louis landmarks. 

So there it is, 20 feet narrower 
than it was, lacking a few inches, 
but when you look back over 
the changes in downtown St. 
Louis since J. B.C. Lucas bought 
the land a century and a half 
ago, it might be called a miracle 
that the park is there at all. 

The Department of Streets had 
originally planned to cut another 
20 feet off the west end of the 
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park, and an ordinance had been 
passed authorizing it. 

After Landmarks, Inc., and the 
Lucas heirs voiced their opposi- 
tion to the Street Department, 
the Mayor, the Park Board and 
anyone else who would listen, 
Mrs. Edward Brungard, director 
of public welfare, and the Park 
Board decided to oppose it ‘also. 

Meanwhile, Landmarks, Inc., 
has been busy mailing out 250 
postcards to members, friends 
and Lucas heirs here and else- 
where,. bearing the following 
message: 

“Little Lucas Park, given by 
a public-spirited citizen in 1854 
to be used as a park for all 
time, will lose 20 feet of land 
under present plans to widen 
Fourteenth street. The sacrifice
